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Parking fees ‘will 

kill off city shops’

FURIOUS business owners have 
attacked plans to introduce 
parking charges in Ely. 

Traders fear the city will be turned 
into a “ghost town" if shoppers are 
forced to pay to park. 

The Weekly News reported last week that 
East Cambridgeshire District Council is 
considering a range of options to help fund 
parking services in the city, including the 
possibility of introducing parking charges. 

Cllr Fred Brown, council leader, admitted 
it would be a “tough decision” but said the 
budget “would be under severe strain” 
following the Government’s spending review. 

He called on traders this week to suggest a 
better alternative. 

Shopkeepers and traders say the move 
could “kill off” business in Ely. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman of the Ely 
Traders’ Association, said shopkeepers are 
“terrified” of the consequences of parking 
charges. 

She said: “This is just another negative 
move - another thing that puts people off 
coming into Ely. 

“Fred Brown is considering it purely to 
help the council coffers yet the cons¬ 
equences on trade in the city could be huge. 

“People are terrified about what could 
happen and are voicing their concerns to me 
about it.

Fraudster fiddled 
firm out of £30k 


A FRAUDSTER who stole almost 
£30,000 from her employers 
admitted the crime after being told 
she was being made redundant. 

Susan Leach, 49, had been an accounts 
assistant at Ely-based firm G & J Peck Ltd 
for 10 years. 

In September, bosses at the major firm, 
which supplies agricultural machinery 
across the country, told Leach of her 
impending redundancy 

Just days later, Leach, of Buckthorn, off 
Clayway, Ely, went to her boss Ian 
Loversidge and admitted she had been 
pinching money from the business’s 
accounts. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said Leach had 
stolen a total of £29,919. 

Mr Brown said: “Leach has been emp-

loyed at G & J Peck Ltd in Lisle Lane, Ely, for 
10 years. 

“There, her responsibilities included 
banking and managing the company’s 
accounts. 

“In September, Leach was told she was 
going to be placed under a redundancy 
notice. 

“On the morning of September 29, she 
went into Mr Loversidge’s office and 
admitted she had been taking money from 
the firm’s accounts. 

“Leach was arrested and, in a police 
interview, told officers that at first she took 
between £100 and £500 at a time from petty 
cash. 


“But she then became more sophist¬ 
icated and set up her own dummy account 
with the firm, where she could take money 
from customers for herself and then man¬ 
ipulate the figures. 

“What Leach did was an enormous 
breach of trust and, in total, she took 
almost £30,000.” 

At Ely Magistrates’ Court last Thursday, 
Leach admitted a charge of fraud by abuse 
of position between January 1, 2009 and 
October 1 this year. 

Sue Griffin, presiding magistrate 
committed Leach to Cambridge Crown 
Court for sentencing. 

Mrs Griffin said: “You stole a very large 
sum of money in what was a dreadful 
breach of your employer’s trust.” 

Leach was released on unconditional 
bail.

“Cllr Brown needs to listen to 
these people before making a 
decision that could min their living. 

“Ely hasn’t got enough to offer to 
justify charging people for parking. 
The same was done in Newmarket 
and we know full well that town has 
been stmggling since then.” 

Andrew Ollie, a manager at City 
Cycle Centre in Ely, said: “This could 
be catastrophic. Ely is not a big 
enough place to warrant charging 
for parking. 

“If the council does this, people 
will simply go out of town and it will 
break the town centre apart. If 
people are charged too much to 
park for just a couple of hours then 
they won’t bother at all. 

“There is no doubt that trade will 
suffer if people are charged.” 

One Market Street business 
owner, who asked not to be named, 
said: “Would ECDC really like to see 
Ely turn into a ghost town? If free 
parking is taken away then I fear the 
city will see more shops closing, 
footfall will then decrease even 
further, leading to more closures. It’s 
a vicious circle.” 

Parking charges are part of a raft 
of changes being considered to help 
cover the £450,000 annual cost of 
parking in the district. 

But Derek Hart, owner of Interiors 
in Ely's Chequer Lane, called on the 
council to speak to business owners 
before considering any new options. 

He said: “Don’t they realise that 
trade is bad enough? Free parking is 
one of the only things I think that 
really entices people into Ely and if 
that it is taken away, I think the 
majority of people won’t bother.” 

But Cllr Brown said traders need 
to “face reality”. 

He told the Weekly News : “If 
anyone has got a better solution 
then bring it on. Business owners in 
Ely obviously know something that 
every other town in England doesn’t 
know as we are one of die only ones 
to still be offering free parking. 

“If we don’t consider charging for 
parking then more and more 
services are going to suffer. 

“I appreciate it’s tough but we 
don’t have much choice. This is 
2010, times are tough and we can no 
longer support the current parking 
system for nothing.”

The company faces one charge of 
treating, keeping or disposing of 
controlled waste in a manner likely to 
cause pollution of the environment or 
harm to human health, contrary to two 
sections of the Environmental Protection 
Act 1990.

Tim Ridyard, a solicitor representing 
the business, pleaded not guilty to the 
charge on behalf of the firm. 

Mr Ridyard also elected that the 
company stands trial at Crown court 
before a judge and jury. 

More than 2,000 tonnes of shredded 
rubber product caught light at the 
recycling plant on August 21 last year. 

Thick, black smoke caused misery for 
local residents and business owners for 


weeks after they were told to keep their 
premises sealed.

Six arrested as police 
swoop in dawn raids 



SIX people have been arr¬ 
ested on drug charges in a 
series of raids across East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Heroin, cannabis and pre¬ 
scription drugs were among the 
substances seized as police 
swooped on properties in Ely, 
Soham, Littleport and Wilburton 
last week. 

Officers smashed down doors in 
several of the early morning raids

last Wednesday, which targeted 
dealers of class A drugs such as 
heroin. 

Arrests were made at six prop¬ 
erties, including three addresses in 
Ely - St Mary’s Street, New Barns 
Avenue and Morley Drive. 

Two women were arrested at the 
Morley Drive and New Barns 
Avenue properties respectively on 
suspicion of possessing a class A 
drug with intent to supply, while a 
woman was arrested in St Mary’s 
Street on suspicion of possessing a 
class A drug. 

A woman was arrested in East 
Avenue, Soham, on suspicion of 
possessing class A and C drugs, 
while a man was arrested in Hale 
Fen, Littleport, on suspicion of 
illegally possessing prescription 
drugs. A man was also arrested in 
Meadow Close, Wilburton, on 
suspicion of possessing a class C 
drug. 

Inspector Andy Bartlett, who led 
the raids, said: “It was a massive 
team effort and involved the whole 
of the Ely sector. It was part of a 


crackdown on class A dealers in the 
Ely area. 

“Our aim was not just to catch 
criminals but to send out a strong 
message that if you deal drugs you 
will be caught.” 

All six people arrested have been 
bailed to return to Ely police station 
for further questioning. 


The raids in East Cambridgeshire 
follow the success of Operation 
Northwood, a two-week blitz on 
addresses in Cambridgeshire, 
which led to the arrest of 62 
suspects on theft, burglary and 
handling stolen goods charges. 

More than 50 people were 
charged with a total of 192 offences.

First round of 
cuts at the top 


Sir, A couple of weeks ago there was 
an article about “community 
leaders” reacting to the spending 
cuts. Cllr Brown, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC), allegedly said: “In East 
Cambridgeshire we are always 
working hard to make sure we offer 
residents real value for their 
council tax...” 

On November 4 you had an article 
about excessive sums being spent 
on travel (ECDC’s £250 taxi trip to 
royal party). One of the offenders 
was Cllr Brown himself who, 
supposedly, spent £225 of our 
money taking his wife, the 
development services director and 
his wife to Buckingham Palace by 
taxi. I wonder whether we also paid 
for their food? Perhaps Mr Brown 
would care to let us know how this 
is offering value for money. Being 
invited to the palace is a privilege 
and most people are happy to pay 
their own way. 

It is time that those who are 
supposed to be serving us set an 
example. We have constant threats 
of frontline cuts, while our chief 
executive is, apparently, paid 
considerably more than the Prime 
Minister. Why is that? He too, 
allegedly, spent £60 twice on tax 
fares for he and his wife travelling 
to a jolly at Dalham Hall Stud. Why 
should we pay for that ? Our 
councillors have had a number of 
allowance rises in recent years, to 
say nothing of increased expenses 
and all the little extras for “special 
responsibility”, which means 
chairing the numerous 
committees. 

Then we have the £67k spent by 
other district and city councils in 
the region on taxi fares over a 30- 
month period. Given that they are 
paid 40 pence a mile, why don’t 
they use their cars and give people 
lifts ? 

May I suggest that instead of 
stirring up fear about cuts to 
frontline services, the first cuts 
should be made at the top. It is 
called setting an example. Having 
had considerable contact with 
ECDC over 16 years, I can think of a 
number of ways it could become 
more efficient and cost effective. 
Suggestions have been dismissed 
out of hand in the past. ECDC 
would do well to take a leaf out of 
the book of Northants East District 
Council which actually believes it is 
there to serve people - no third 
degreeing everyone who rings in 
and one can even speak to the chief 
executive without question. That is 
what I call service.

Magistrates put three 
points on Howard’s licence 
and fined him £60, plus £30 
court costs and £15 victim 
surcharge. 
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Trees come down 
in wild weather

Support 
for solar 
farm bid 


PLANS to build a massive 
solar energy farm in a 
village near Ely are being 
welcomed by comm¬ 
unity leaders. 

They say creating a 35-acre 
solar electricity farm on land in 
Wilburton is an “excellent idea” 

As reported in the Weekly 
News , Cambridgeshire-based 
firm Abbey Renewables wants 
to build the facility at Mingay 
Farm along Twenty Pence Road 
in the village. 

The five megawatt solar 
electricity farm would be the 
biggest in Fast Anglia and, if 
approved, the £13 million 
project would provide renew¬ 
able energy for more than 
1,200 homes. 

It would mean all of Wilb¬ 
urton and Aldreth, plus half of 
Haddenham, could be pow¬ 
ered by electricity generated by 
the farm. 

Abbey Renewables ann¬ 
ounced its ambitious scheme 
last month. 

Cllr Brian Ashton, the mayor 
of Ely, has welcomed the plans. 

He said: “You only have to go 
to Germany to see how 
successful solar energy farms 
are. 

“Houses out there are also 
very eco-friendly with solar 
panels on their roofs and I 
think that is something we all 
should be striving for. 

“This is an excellent way for 
East Cambridgeshire to help 
make a difference.” 

The farm in Wilburton would 
save more than 55,000 tonnes 
of carbon dioxide over a 25- 
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year period. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “This is a brill¬ 
iant, innovative way for us to 
make a huge contribution to 
the alternative energy sector. 

“We should all be welcoming 
these plans. 

“Not only is the earmarked 
site ideally located but the land 
can also still be used by 
farmers at the same time. 

“I certainly think solar panels 
are better than wind turbines 
being put up on our fields too.” 

Nick Sutton, managing dir¬ 
ector of Abbey Renewables, 
confirmed a formal planning 
application will be submitted 
later this year. 

He said: “This is a huge sav¬ 
ing in carbon dioxide and a 
significant step for the region 
towards meeting renewable 
targets. 

“The UK is currently some 
way behind meeting its targets 
and we see solar becoming a 
major source in helping to 
achieve them.

Banned man faces 
‘dangerous’ charge 


Honour for chemistry Fellow

A MAN accused of dang¬ 
erous driving while banned 
from the road is to stand 
trial. 

William Jenkins, 51, is charged 
with driving a motor vehicle dang¬ 
erously on Angel Drove, Grange 
Lane, Ely Road, Lynn Road and 
Cambridge Road, in Ely, on April 
18. 

He is also alleged to have driven 
while above the legal alcohol limit, 
driven while disqualified, driven 
without third party insurance and 
failed to stop a motor vehicle 
when directed by a constable, all 
on the same date. 

Jenkins, of Orchard Road, Soh- 
am, appeared at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday where he 
entered no indication of plea to all 
five charges. 

Magistrates declined juris¬ 
diction due to the seriousness of 
the charges and committed the 
case to Cambridge Crown Court. 

Jenkins will appear at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court on December 
23 for a formal committal hearing 
to be heard. 

He was released on uncond¬ 
itional bail. 


A TEACHER passionate about science 
has been admitted as a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Chemistry.

- City of Ely Community College, 
Witchford Village College and Abbey 
College, Ramsey, to encourage more 
students to study chemistry. 

It won £190,000 government 
funding as part of an initiative to 
promote greater co-operation between 
independent and state schools. 

Mr Thompson was also seconded by 
King’s to become the Chemistry 
Network’s director when the scheme 
was launched in 2008.

Up split during pub table row 


A ROW between two women in a 
popular pub turned nasty after 
one of them had a wine glass 
shoved into her lip, a court heard. 

Tracey Edgeley and Vivienne Ann 
Butler-Willard were both drinking with 
separate parties in Ely’s Cutter Inn on 
September 11 before the incident. 

Magistrates in Ely heard that Mrs 
Butler-Willard entered the Waterside pub 
with friends just before 8pm and they sat 
at an empty table. 

Minutes later, 44-year-old Edgeley, of 
Merivale Way, Ely, approached the group 
and became “verbally aggressive” towards 
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them, claiming they had taken her and 
her friends’ table. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said: “There 
was nobody sitting at the table and 
nothing there to suggest it was occupied. 

“Edgeley became increasingly verbally 
aggressive. It was clear to Mrs Butler- 
Willard and her friends that she was 
drunk. 

“Mrs Butler-Willard explained that 
there were no drinks at the table and that 


they would not move, and Edgeley then 
left. 

“But a short while later she returned to 
the table and started swearing and 
shouting at her.” 

Mr Brown added: “Mrs Butler-Willard 
told her: ‘There’s no call for that language. 
We’re all adults here.’ Edgeley replied: ‘I’m 
not an adult’. 

“Edgeley then went to leave but as she 
did, she leaned over and threatened the 
victim: ‘Do you want to drink that drink or 
wear it?’ 

“She then left but again, came back to 
the table, leant over and shoved the 
bottom of the wine glass into Mrs Butler- 


Willard’s top lip, cutting it.” 

Edgeley pleaded guilty to a charge of 
assault by beating. 

Jim Dignan, mitigating, said: “My client 
does plead guilty but disputes the fact that 
what she did cut the victim’s lip. 

“She accepts words were exchanged but 
says she simply knocked the wine glass so 
that it spilt over her and denies causing 
the injury” 

Sue Griffin, presiding magistrate, 
adjourned the case for a special Newton 
hearing to determine the facts in the case. 

Edgeley was released on unconditional 
bail. The case will be heard at the city’s 
courthouse on December 9.

THE humble robin is a 
traditional Christmas 
symbol in Britain. The 
red-breasted bird is often 
depicted on our festive 
greetings cards and 
Christmas gift wrapping. 

The robin is appreciated for 
its splash of colour against a 
bleak, winter garden, as well 
as for its cheery nature and 
beautiful song. However, there 
is more to this chirpy creature 
then just cute Christmas cards 
of it posing on snow covered 
post boxes and nesting in old 
copper watering cans. Robins 
live throughout Europe 
(except the far north) and 


Western Siberia. 

We notice an increased 
number of robins in the UK 
during winter months as 
robins in colder climates 
move to warmer wintering 
gathering grounds during the 
autumn. Robins who live in 
close proximity to people can 
become rather tame, 
especially towards avid 
gardeners. Some cheeky 
robins have learned to take 
advantages of unearthed 
worms caused from gardeners 
digging and turning the soil. 

Male robins are very 
territorial and sing to claim 
their territory - what sounds 
like a cheerful winter song to

us is actually a warning of 
occupation to other robins in 
the area. 

The birds mate and nest in 
late March, females build a 
nest from dry dead leaves and 
moss in crevasses in trees, 
wall cavities or undergrowth. 
Because robins don’t build 
traditional nests with twigs 
and sticks and instead simply 
line holes and crevasses is 
why we hear tales about 
nesting in old watering cans 
and Wellington boots. The 
female lays between four and 
six small white to slightly blue 
speckled eggs which she 
incubates for two weeks. 

At two weeks old the chicks 
can fly. By this time the 
father feeds his offspring for 
a further three weeks until 
the chicks become 
independent at around five 


weeks old, meanwhile the 
female rears her second 
brood. Chicks are not born 
with the trademark vibrant 
red breast feathers. They 
shed their juvenile feathers 
to make way for their splash 
of red on their breasts. 

Not many robin chicks get 
to show off their new red 
feathers with pictures poses 
on top of snow covered post- 
boxes or pine-trees because 
more than a half of the chicks 
die during their first year. 

However, robins can live up 
to the ripe old age of five 
years, which is something to 
sing about. 

So spare a thought for this 
festive little bird this 
Christmas and leave out 
some tasty Christmas treats 
on your bird table, like bacon 
rind or a stuffing ball.

No pay-outs after pipe bursts 


THOUSANDS of people in the 
Ely area were left without water 
after a water main burst. 

Around 4,000 premises - including 
residential homes, schools, businesses 
and restaurants - were affected. 

Many shops and eateries, mainly 
those in the city centre, were forced to 
close for the day as a result. 

Anglian Water has since apologised 
to those affected but told the Weekly 
News compensation would not be paid 
out. 

The problem arose after a 14 inch 
main pipe in Cresswells Lane began 
leaking last Wednesday. The pipe, 
which feeds the city’s main tower, burst 
just before 10am.

Many premises were left without 
water until the early hours of the foll¬ 
owing day, although Anglian Water 
assured people their supply would be 
restored by mid-afternoon that day. 

It was rumoured that a digger caused 
the pipe, which is 2.5metres below the 
ground, to leak and burst. But Anglian 
Water said ground movement was the 
cause. A spokesman said: “The burst 
on the main was beyond our control 
and was repaired within the time limits 
laid down in the promise we make to 
our customers. 


“While we are very sorry for any 
disruption or inconvenience the burst 
may have caused, Anglian Water would 
not consider paying compensation in 
this instance.” 

Dozens of businesses and shops 
closed their doors for the day, as did 
East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
headquarters in Nutholt Lane, Ely. 

Ely St Mary’s funior School, Ely St 
lohn’s Primary School, Spring Meadow 
Infant and Nursery School and Isleham 
Primary School also shut for the 
afternoon and all of Ely’s six public 
toilets were closed. 

The Anglian Water spokesman 
added: “The pipe has now been fixed 
and leaked due to what can only be 


blamed on natural movements in the 
ground. 

“We would advise anyone who feels 
they may have suffered a loss to check 
whether they can make a claim against 
their own insurance policy.” 

■ A burst water main caused traffic 
jams last Friday. 

The burst happened on the B1382 
Prickwillow Road in Prickwillow. 

Delays occurred between the B1104 
Putney Hill Road junction and Branch 
Bank junction. 

A police spokeswoman said: “A hole 
in the ground appeared at the junction 
of Knave’s Drove. 

“A yellow barrier was put up to cover 
the hole and warn motorists.”

The cider, renowned for its “well balanced 
flavour”, won the silver award in the 
Campaign for Real Ale (Camra) East Anglian 
Cider Competition. 

Porker’s Snout is made with five varieties 
of apples grown around Ely and no chemical 
additives. Judges described it as having as a 
“pleasant mellow aroma and a well balanced, 
appley flavour with a hint of pears”. 

They added: “A tasty tannic sweetness in 
the aftertaste makes this an excellent all- 
rounder.” 

It is the fourth year in a row the company 
has been in the top three. 

Mr Roberts said: “It’s fantastic to be ‘in the 
medals’ again in the draught cider 
competition. 

“The number of producers and the quality 
of East Anglian ciders is increasing all the 
time and that’s excellent news for the 
producers and the consumers who support 
us.” 

Cambridgeshire Cider, made by Ely-based 
company Hereward, was also a finalist. 

The winning cider was Owld Norfolk, made 
by Crones Organic Cider. 


Double trouble 
for woman after 
payment fraud 


A CHARITY worker who fraud¬ 
ulently paid for £90 worth of pizzas 
has been ordered to pay almost 
double the original cost. 

Lorna Bird, 20, will also have to complete 
40 hours of unpaid community work. 

Bird was with friends on May 30 when 
they ordered pizzas totalling £90 from 
Pizza Town in Granby Street, Littleport. 

But when it came time to pay, Bird 
signed a cheque from a bank account that 
she knew had been closed. 

Staff from the pizza takeaway notified 
police after realising the money had not 
gone through and Bird was given a cond¬ 
itional caution to pay the £90. 

But she was brought before magistrates 
in Ely last Thursday for failing to pay up. 

Bird, of St Andrews Close, Sutton, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of fraud by false 
representation under the Fraud Act 2006. 

Michael Judkins, mitigating, said Bird 
had been “stupid” and “gullible”. 

He said: “Miss Bird is a full time vol¬ 
unteer who works for a computer recycling 
charity based in Waterbeach.

THE Four Seasons by 
Candlelight tour this autumn 
celebrates one of the most 
popular pieces of music ever. 

A sumptuous evening of 
entertainment at the Cambridge 
Com Exchange will see the 
Mozart Festival Orchestra 
performing Vivaldi’s most revered 
work in full period costume in an 
evocative candle-lit style setting. 

Venetian-bom Antonio Vivaldi 
was a prolific writer with 
hundreds of concertos to his 
credit but despite his works being 
popular during the Baroque 
period, he died a pauper. 

The Four Seasons (Le quattro 
stagioni) is a set of the first four 
violin concertos by Antonio 
Vivaldi. Composed in 1723, it is 
Vivaldi’s best-known work and is 
among the most popular pieces of 
Baroque music. 

The texture of each concerto is 
varied, each resembling its 
respective season. For example, 
‘Winter’ is peppered with silvery 
staccato notes from the high 
strings, calling to mind icy rain, 
whereas ‘Summer’ evokes a 
thunderstorm in its final 
movement, which is why the 
movement is often dubbed 
‘Storm’. 

The concertos were first 
published in 1725 as part of a set 
of 12 concerti, Vivaldi’s Op. 8, 
entitled II cimento dell ’armonia e 
dell ’inventione (The Contest 


between Harmony and 
Invention). 

The first four concertos were 
designated Le quattro stagioni, 
each being named after a season. 
Each one is in three movements, 
with a slow movement between 
two faster ones. 

Vivaldi’s original arrangement 
for solo violin with string quartet 
and basso continuo helped to 
define the form. 

The Four Seasons has, several 
hundred years later, become a 
worldwide hit and this concert 


allows classical music fans of all 
ages to experience the 
performance in an environment 
that conjures up what it would 
have been like when the piece 
was performed for the first time. 

In what promises to be a 
fantastic classical journey back to 
the 18th century, the audience 
will also enjoy further greatest 
hits from the period including:

IF aspiring directors could learn 
their craft by a process similar to 
painting-by-numbers, combining 
basic and familiar elements to 
create something that crudely 
resembles a film, then You Again 
would be the starter kit. 
Distinguished by its clumsy, linear 
narrative and a directorial style that 
is the cinematic equivalent of a 
weary sigh, Andy Fickman’s 
romantic comedy is irredeemably 
cliched and trite. 

Fickman is mired in a morass of 
revenge and retribution 
masquerading as female 
empowerment and sisterly 
solidarity. The film gradually sucks 
the life out of his cast and 
eventually out of us, too. 

Marni (Kristen Bell) secures a 
promotion to vice president of the 
New York office of her public 
relations company, and returns 
home jubilant to northern California 
to attend the wedding of her 
beloved brother, Will (James Wolk). 
En route, her mother Gail (Jamie 
Lee Curtis) reveals that Will’s 
blushing bride-to-be is none other 
than the very same Joanna (Odette 


Yustman) who made her high 
school years a misery. 

Except that rather than being the 
sneering bully of old, Joanna has 
reinvented herself as an 
earthbound angel and do-gooder, 
who has her in-laws wrapped 
around her little finger. 

Gail and husband Mark (Victor 
Garber) adore Joanna, little brother 
Ben (Billy Unger) thinks she is cool 
and even the family dog prefers the 
newest addition to the household. 
Determined to prevent Will from 
making the biggest mistake of his 
life, Marni vows to expose Joanna 
as a fraud. 

Meanwhile, Gail has an unresolved 
conflict of her own: Joanna’s aunt 


Ramona (Sigourney Weaver), who 
was her best friend at high school 
until the teenagers fell out over a 
boy. 

You Again opens with a convincing 
argument for Joanna being, as 
Marni puts it, "Satan’s spawn" but 
as the film progresses, we’re asked 
to feel sorry for the bride-to-be as 
she gets a taste of her own bitter 
medicine. 

First-time screenwriter Moe Jelline 
doesn’t have the skill yet to walk 
this emotional tightrope so as he 
stumbles towards one of those 
resolutions that ensures every 
character exits with a smile on their 
face, we struggle to understand 
why they deserve our blessing.

GARDENING 


Help our birds survive 
bitter winter months 


B irds are as important 
to the wildlife garden 
as butter is to bread, 
not only providing interest 
to budding twitchers, but 
helping to keep unwanted 
pests such as slugs and 
snails under control. 

As their natural habitat 
continues to disappear, it is more 
important than ever to feed the 
birds during the winter months. 

“In some cases keeping 
feeders topped up can mean the 
difference between life and 
death, especially for some of the 
smaller birds who lose heat from 
their bodies extremely quickly 
when it’s really cold,” says 
Gemma Rogers, of the Royal 
Society for the Protection of 
Birds. 

But there are so many different 
feeders and seed types on the 
market, it’s difficult to know 
which are the best. 

“There are a lot of nasty 
feeders out there which can trap 
beaks and feet,” says Rogers, “so 
you need to go to a reputable 
supplier. And be aware that some 
feeders are ridiculously cheap for 
a reason.”

Never put out the nylon mesh 
bags containing fat as birds can 
become trapped in them. Go for 
steel mesh feeders and provide a 
mix of seeds to attract different 
birds. 

Birds require high energy, high 
fat foods during the cold winter 
weather to maintain their body 
reserves to survive the frosty 
nights. Finches are especially 
grateful for seeds in late winter 
and early spring. 

In summer they love black 
sunflower seeds, pinhead 
oatmeal, soaked sultanas, raisins 
and currants, mild grated cheese, 
mealworms, waxworms, mixes 
for insectivorous birds and good 
seed mixtures without loose 
peanuts, on which their young 
could choke. 


Never put out loose peanuts, 
dry hard foods, large chunks of 
bread, or fats during the spring or 
summer months. Make sure you 
buy ‘safe nuts’ from reputable 
outlets and offer them in cages. 

Peanuts will attract blue tits, 
great tits, woodpeckers and even 
robins if you crush the peanuts, 
niger seeds will encourage 
finches and siskins, but the more 
variety of food you have, the 
larger the range of birds you are 
likely to attract. 

Small flocks of greenfinches 
can be a common sight at bird 
tables, sometimes queuing up 
with chaffinches and sparrows to 
take a turn at feeders. 

Use bird tables to attract larger 
birds such as collared doves, 
wood pigeons and starlings. 

There are also many plants 
you can grow to encourage birds 
to visit. 

Traditional countryside hedges 
are now full of blackberries, 
elderberries, rosehips, haws and 
sloes on which the birds can feed, 
and you can mimic the classic 
hedgerow in your garden by 
planting a fruiting hedge. 

The RSPB advises gardeners 
to mix rugosa roses, elder and 
hawthorn to act as a wild 


foodstore, even adding a 
gooseberry or bramble if there’s 
room. If you have a large garden, 
try growing hazel (Corylus 
avellana) for its nuts and 
attractive catkins. 

Other plants, including crab 
apples, ivy, box-leaved 
honeysuckle and cotoneaster also 
add glorious colour to the 
autumn and winter scene as well 
as producing fruit and berries for 
the birds. Avoid sterile hybrids, 
which won’t produce seeds or 
fruit, but give your garden some 
colour and nutritious seeds for 
the birds by planting 
coneflowers, teasels and knautia 
macedonica. 

If you have fallen apples and 
pears on your lawn, leave them 
for the song thrushes and 
blackbirds who will feast on 
them. 

Let the birds make the most of 
nature’s larder - but make sure 
you offer them some extra titbits 
to help them through the winter 
months. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Nerine 

Walking around the beautiful 
gardens in Bressingham, near 
Diss, Norfolk, last week, the

plants that really caught my eye 
against a backdrop of autumnal 
tints were the clusters of pink 
nerines, which stand out from the 
crowd at this time of year. 

These autumn-flowering 
bulbs, which bloom from 
September and into November, 
have long, thin, pointed buds 
which rise up on bright green 
stems and explode into lollipops 
of sugar pink flowers, making a 
striking addition to warm borders 
or patio pots. Originating from 
South Africa, these lily-like 
plants do like to be in a free 
draining soil where they can bake 
in the sun. 


The most popular variety, 
Nerine bowdenii, is fully-hardy 
but is best planted in groups 
against a sunny wall. Bulbs 
should be planted in late autumn 
or early spring but not too deeply 
- the tips should be quite close to 
the surface. 

In cold areas, mulch clumps 
when they have finished 
flowering to give extra protection 
against frost, and feed in summer 
with a high-potash fertiliser to 
boost flower production. If you 
plant them in pots, use a loam- 
based compost such as John 
Innes No 2 and water well when 
they are growing strongly.

Three-wheelers are back! 


THREE-WHEELERS have long 
had a reputation based on Del 
Boy’s Reliant Supervan or the 
Robin, but the Morgan Motor 
Company spent the first 44 
years of its existence making 
sporting cars with two at the 
front and one at the back. 

With the motor car in its 
infancy, three-wheelers were 
legally classified as 
motorcycles and qualified for 
cheaper road tax, yet offered 
more of the protection and 
stability of a car. It should 
probably come as no surprise 
then that in 2010 the 
endearingly traditional 
company has decided the time 


is right for a born-again 
Morgan three-wheeler. 

Under the retro-inspired 
exterior lies a Harley Davidson 
1.8-litre V Twin engine packing 
10Obhp, enough to power it to 
60mph in only 4.5 seconds 
and pastllOmph. Despite the 
performance, the modest 
weight of 500kg should see it 
capable of some impressive 
fuel economy figures too - as 
well as qualifying for 
motorcycle road tax. 

Prices will be announced 
early next year with the 
production version debuting at 
the Geneva Motor Show in 
March.

IN the years of austerity 
following the Second 
World War, when rationing 
was still in force, several 
car makers in both the UK 
and abroad experimented 
with putting motorcycle 
engines in small cars. 

The lack of a reverse gear 
and the advent of the 
flourishing Fifties soon put 
paid to such an economy- 
driven idea, but what goes 
around, comes around - just 
ask Fiat. 

The Italian maker powered 
its original 500 microcar with a 
tiny two-cylinder 479cc engine 
back in 1957 - and the 13bhp 
unit served the iconic 10 foot- 
long city runabout well. 

Now, here in 2010, comes 
the 500 TwinAir - an 85bhp 
unit that has motorcycle 
proportions with its twin 
cylinders and very modest 
875cc displacement.

But this is very much an 


engine of the future, and not 
the past - this technologically 
advanced powerplant is the 
cleanest quantity production 
petrol engine in the world, yet 
it still manages to come up 
with impressive performance 
figures of 0-62mph in 11 
seconds, and a top speed of 
108mph.

WITH hundreds of 
millions of people all 
over the world relying 
on satellite navigation 
it’s hard to believe that 
the technology first 
came on the market in 
1994. 

When the GPS (Global 
Positioning System) 
developed by the US 
military became available 
for commercial use it 
opened the door to the 
birth of in-car satnav. 

In 1994 the first Euro¬ 
pean navigation systems 
were fitted into the BMW 7 
Series. It only covered 
Germany providing a map 
display and directional 
arrows but no voice 
instructions and little in 
the way of “points of 
interest”. 

That first BMW in-car 
GPS navigation system 
included a CD with 
NAVTEQ maps restricted 
to the key German towns 
and cities and main roads 
in between. 

Expanding the map 
coverage was a high 
priority but the task of 
updating maps to reflect 
the continually changing 
road network also had to 
get underway - the first 
map update became 
available just a few 
months later in 1995. 
Despite its limitations, that 
first system was cutting 
edge technology and led to 
one of the fastest growing 
markets of its time - 
personal navigation. 

Quickly available on 


most high- end cars and 
eventually on the vast 
majority of car models, 
the map coverage also 
continued to expand - 
NAVTEQ had around 20 
countries by a2000, which 
was also the year the DVD 
was launched and 
suddenly one disk could 
hold a map of the whole of 
Europe. By 1999 full map 
coverage of Great Britain 
was available. 

In 2003, came the first 
hand-held PDAs with 
navigation and then neat, 
dedicated systems (PNDs). 

Next came the mobile 
phone with a separate 
GPS receiver which was 
very quickly overtaken by 
the ‘smartphone’ with not 
only built-in navigation 
software but also built-in 
GPS technology. 

Popularity of all the 
options continues to soar. 
By the beginning of this 
year, according to iSuppli 
Automotive Research, 
there were nearly 300 
million turn-by-turn 


navigation systems world¬ 
wide, including about 45 
million fitted, in-dash 
models, 116 million PNDs 
and an estimated 120 
million navigation- 
enabled mobile phones, 
smartphones and PDAs. 

Methods of sourcing 
additional or new maps 
for all these systems 
developed just as 
rapidly. With maps being 
continually updated and 
coverage fast expanding 
across the globe, satnav 
manufacturers began to 
offer access to this 
information not only on 
the traditional CDs and 
DVDs but also via direct 
downloads or data cards. 

These days it has been 
shown that more effective 
routing saves time, fuel 
and money and reduces 
CO 2 emissions. In fact 
drivers using a navigation 
system can reduce the 
overall distance they drive 
per year by 1,500 miles 
and save more than £300 
in fuel costs.

CHATTERIS cueman Joe Perry 
vowed to step up his quest to 
regain a top-16 position after 
defeating world champion Neil 
Robertson in an exhibition 
match. 

Perry came back from two 
frames down to beat the world 
No 1 in a best-of-five match at 
WT’s Snooker Club in Cambridge, 
where they both practise.

He said: “I deserve to be where 
I am, I have had a shocking

performed well. 

“I am on the right road now 
and, with the help of Neil as well, 
I will be back up there again.” 

Robertson said: “I made a 
mistake in the third frame, which 
allowed Joe to get back into the 
game with the 145 break.” 

Snooker legend Willy Thorne, 
who was also present at the 
match, added: “We are very lucky 
in Cambridge to have two top 
players based here at the club.” 

Fans were given the chance to 
take on the stars before the 
match, with four lucky winners 


playing a frame each, benefiting 
from a 60-point head start. 

Spike Braybrooke started 
proceedings against Perry, but 
the professional eased round the 
table to win 98-70. 

Braybrooke said: “It was 
marvellous, and playing against a 
professional made my day.” 

After Tim Adams was defeated 
97-62 by the world champion, 
Perry made a break of 81 to defeat 
Andy Plumb 117-76. 

Kay Lau then defeated the 
easy-going Robertson 97-84. She 
said: “It was such great fun. 

“I was shaking, but I would 
have beaten him anyway if 
no-one was watching.” 

Both Perry and Robertson now 
look towards the UK 
Championships, which start on 
December 4.
